It is not clear what the 
word "spirals" in claim 2 means, especially since especially since no spiral shapes seem 
to be disclosed, or shown in the figures. In claim 3, the phrase "can be made up" is 
confusing. It is notedjthat limited patentable significance is given to method steps in 
product claims. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1, and as best understood, claim 5, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being clearly anticipated by Luke. 

The following is a quotation of 35 LKS.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill In the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made.

Claim 6, as best understood, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Luke, in view of Landvik et al, teaching the use of the addition of a 
viscoelastic foam layer to a mattress. 

Claims 2-4, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Luke, teaching applicant's basic mattress, but not the "spiral" shaping 
of the springs, in view of Raburn et al, teaching of such "spiral " shaping of springs. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, at the time of the 
invention, to have shaped Luke et al's springs "spirally" , because Raburn et al 
recognizes the desirability of such shaping, in order to improve user support. 

Poppe and Torres Cervera, teaching the use of foam springs, are cited as 
relevant art.
